The other revenue bills will be con-
sldered Monday night by the house,
One i the club llcense bl and the
other taxes bleycles, pleasure carringes
and traction engines, on first reading,
The Rodgers charter bill, which puts
Pitteburg in the same class with Phil-
adeiphla, s on the second reading cal-
endar and is scheduled to be taken up
after the revenue bills are digposed of
The Pittsburg “ripper”™ bill will be
oalled up by Representative Tilbrook,
of Allegheny, on Tuesday at 11 o'clock
for final passage. The opponents of the
charter bill will try to defeat It If they
cannot prevent it from being reached.
The “ripper” bill 8 almost certain to
be defeated.

The matter of the extension of the
session will be settled when Senator
Quay comes to Harrisburg and has had
a conference with the leaders of the
housge and senate and Governor Hast-
Ings, There & not much opposition
to the proposition to extend the ses-
glon until July 16, The governor is
sald to favor this move If the state
charities can be saved by the legisla-
tors remaining a week or two longer,

This
formality being gone through with
Behulz was Jed back to his cell and as
he was pessing the jury he laughed and
#ald: "I thank you, gentlemen, for
your verdiet,™

When he had been placed In his cell
at the Jall Bchulz was searched by
the sheriff and two constables. They
found concealed within the lining of his
trousers and coat, a small saw, a flla
and a penknife. The prisoner had pre-
viously sald he meant to cheat the
gnllows should he be convicted. When
the articles were discovered he first
hecame furfious, then despondent and
floally refused to eat. All efforts to
persuade him to eat have fatled. He
was given new clothing and put in an-
other call,

The
gpecd with which the bgll s thrown is
regulated by comparessed  alr, and
prong-like projectors fromy the can-
non's mouth Impart a rotary motion
to the sphere when discharged, pro-

ducing a curve In any dirvection, aceord -

ing as the position of the profectng
prongs are changed.
There is but one serious defect In

the operation of the machine that will
prevent its use in games, and that s
the long time required for reloading
This was especially notlceable in the
game b ‘e the Intescepting plato
was out ¢f ¢rder, and the frequent de-
lays therchy necessitated did not allow
the game to be #finilshed. Only three
